Looking 
‘over the Europedn situation, and many situations 
in €@very country, including our own, it must be 
fonfessed that there is reason for asking such a 
Question and for deep. meditation over the out- 
look and ‘the possible results. 

There are a dozen different wars going on 
right now, with prospects of more instead of 
less. All Europe rests upon a volcano which 
belches forth fire and devastation, murded and 
h_l, first at ‘one place and then at another, and 
is Hable to erupt at any moment and engulf the 
whole. world. 

Trotsky said a few days ago that within a 
year the whole world will become Bolshevik. 
Well, who is going to question it? The signs 
of the times point stronger to his being more 
than, half wight than they do toward his being 
wrong. There is no question but what Germany 
and all its former allies in the, world-war are 
in sympathy with the pease Aorienant to ent 
gulf the world with Bolshevism, and they may \, 
all be depended.upon to aid such @ move to the 
best of their ability. A union of, Russia with 
Germany, Prussia and other like powers would 
te dangerqus. The workingmen of England and 
Italy are also in sympathy with it. There are 
thousands right here in the U. §, A. that are 
Ukewise in sympathy, though not in such num- 
bers as in European countries. 

Poland is entitled to no sympathy from us, 
as it was no sooner alloted a big territory by 
the treaty than it ‘proceeded to ,mobilize and 
start out on a war of conquest against Russia 
fr more territoyr. Naturally, our sympathy goes 
out more to the Poles than to the Russians, be- 
cause the latter have been acting crazy for a 
number of years now, but legally and technically 
they are not entitled to it. ae 

France went wild over Lasace and Loraine; 
Italy went up in the air over Fiume, and so on 
all down the line. There is no satisfying any 
of them. 

' Looking over our own beloved country, we 
find that half the population would rather own

taste of the fleshpots and luxuries, and have 
gone crazy about it. “Without a dollar in bank 
for sickness, old age or thé possible “rainy day,”

Nobody will work 
unless they get $8, $10, $12 and on up to $20 
a day, and whet they get it it does not do them 
any good, as they proceed at once to spend it 
on $15 shoes, $10 hats, $18 silk shirts, $25 
filigree wafsts, joy rides, jazz, chocolate eclaires 
and bootleg booze.

Dont’ you know that nobody ever danced yet 
but had to pay the fiddler? Or have you the 
Bolshivik bug and the airplane shimmy shivers 
so bad that you don’t. know whether you are 
afoot or horseback?

To mention Jefiche is 
to recall the Good Samaritan, and to recall’ the 
Good Samaritan is to remind us that down even 
unto today men “fall among thieves” and need 
us ‘to’ bind’ wp their wounds of spirit and bring 
them in safely to the Inn of Hope and Peace. 

The story is but a parable, for the Good 
Samaritan is the healer of the hurts of the 
world, but the setting of it is real, for the road 
still runs’ down from Jerusalem to Jericho.

These two measures go Hand in 
hand, for the harbor would be of 
little use if storage space was in- 
adequate. To carry these meas- 
ures will require not only a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, but a two- 


‘thirds majority: and if tHis is to 


be accomplished, practically the en- 
tire voting strength of the’ city 
must go to the polls.
